Philippine Executive Talks of 
Punishment of Natives. 


NOT JUSTIFIED BUT EXCUSED 


CAN UNDERSTAND TO WHAT 
ENDS OFFICERS ARE DRIVEN. 


Executive and His Party Arrived in St. 
Louis Wednesday From Cincin- 
nati and Was Entertained 
at St. Louis Club. 


Governor-General W. H, Taft of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, U. 8. A., says he can un- 
derstand how, in individual instances, men 
surrounded by savages plotting their assas- 


sination, and attempting it, reach so des- 
perate a state that they feel justified in 
resorting almost to the methods of the 
Savages themselves to obtain the inturma- 
tion necessary for the preservation of their 
own lives. 

This expression was made by the Gover- 
nor-General after breakfasting Tucs.ay 
morning at the St. Louis Club as the guest 
of President Francis of the Worids kuir 
Association... 

Judge Taft came ae from Cincinnati 
with his good friend, 8. M. Felton, presi- 
dent of the Chicago & Alton Railroad and 
a director of the Fair. In the party wee 
Judge Howard Hollister, J. G, Schnudlapp, 
Raiph Peters and Dr. ‘arper.

Civil gov- 
ernment is a success and the whole archi- 
pelago will soon offer a field for American 
enterprise. Its possibilities have not been 
adequately represented. It will be ria. 3 
nized in time as one of our most valuab 
possessions.

Trust manipulations itn beef have in- 
creased the monthly living expenses of St. 
Louis families by nearly $200,000. 

No longer is a nickle or even a dime suf- 
ficient to buy the meat for a family dinner. 
Chuck steak is 12% cents a pound, midrib 
is 17% and tenderloin and porterhouse are 
2. 

Only Hver and neck have remained below 
the ten-cent mark. Idver can now be 
bought for 7% cents and neck from 6 to 8. 

Butchers say that St. Louis families 
have not given up beef as the result of the 
advance in prices. They are buying and 
paying the increased prices, which are from 
2% and 30 to 50 per cent higher than. those

St. Louis has about 1209 meat shops, ih- 
cluding grocery stores which oarry meat as 
a side line. They sell on an average over 
1000 pounds of beef a week each. The in- 
crease, averaging $8 cents a pound,’ has 
brought their receipts up by nearly $40,000 
a month, 

In boarding houses vegetables, which 
were almost abandoned after last sum- 
mer’s Grought, are again in favor, and 
meat rations have been reduced, while 
complaining boarders have been told that 
the only alternative was a raise in prices 
of board, and that they would find the 
same conditions everywhere. Under such 
circumstances, they have been informed, 
moving would be a waste of drayage. 

In restaurants prices have not been 
changed in most cases, but porterhouse and 
sirloin steaks are much less lavish affairs 
than they were two months ago, 


CANNED GOODS GO UP. 

Canned goods, which have not been sel]- 
ing favorites heretofore, are being put to 
the front by grocers and meat dealers 
and, while the demand has not thus far 
become large enough to threaten the sup- 
ply, increased sales are shown. Prices in 
some cases have been reduced on these 
goods. 

Hash and croquettes are coming back 
into use in many families where they have 
been unknown for years, and the man of 
the house, who pays the meat bills, has to 
restrain his impulse to complain at the 
various ways in which left-over meat is 
treated in the kitchen. 

Heart, neck and leg meat are now the 
cheapest parts of beef. Heart can be had 
at 56 cents a pound. It was 3 cents before 
the raise. Neck has advanced from 6 to 
8 cents, and the meat on front and hind 
legs from 2 to 4 cents. 


NO FIGHT IN ST. LOUIS. 

As was told in Tuesday's Post-Dispatch, 
the government's fight on the Beef Trust 
has not reached St. Louls, and United 
States District Attorney Dyer has had no 
instructions to make an investigation such 
as has been instituted in Kansas City by 
Maj. William Warner at the government's 
direction. 

Most of the big packing houses from 
which the city is supplied with meat are in 
East St. Louis, and outside the jurisdiction 
of the federal officials in this city. 

In Kansas City a special grandjury is to 
be impaneled by the federal court officers 


to investigate the mthods or the Beef Trust. 

Kansas City live stock commission men 
have started a boycott on the trust by urg- 
ing their consumers to one, to other mar- 
kets. This move has had little effect thus 
far, and injunction proceest ed to dissoive 
the boycott are being

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BALLOT IN BELGIUM. 

The agitation in Belgiom which threat- 
ens to assume proportions of revolution 
began because the popular will is not re- 
fiected in the ballot. While all men over 
the age of 25 may vote, individuals of a 
large class bave two and of another 
three votes. These extra votes are based 
on property and educational possessions. 
At the last general election 787,000 supple- 
mentary ballots were cast, and in a great 
number of constituencies these were easliy 
enough to defeat Liberal, Radical and 
Socialistic candidates who had more voters 
dbehind them than those who were success- 
ful. 

The Socialists demand is ‘‘one man one 
yote’’ and a reduction of the voting age 
to 21 years. 

The King is said to favor these demands, 
but the ministry delays action on the pro- 
posed law. 
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BRUSSELS, April 16.—The number of 
strikers in the chief industrial centers are 
estimated as follows:

The strike is steadily spreading. The in- 
ternational bureau of the labor party has 
resolved to appeal to the Socialists 
throughout the world for money and sup- 
port of their demand for universal and 
equal suffrage. 

Troops fill the city, but it is not certain 
that the gevernment can depend upon them. 

The government has firmly declined to 
yeild on the question of revision of the con- 
situation and unless King Leopold should 
override the minstry, there seems to be 
nothing to prevent the development of a 
serious situation. 

In the chamber of deputies, M. N. Neu- 
jean presented a manifesto on behalf of the 
Liberal members of the Leftists, demand- 
ing dissolution, in order to enable the 
country to pronounce on the revision ques- 
tion. This manifesto pointed out that the 
time was critical and the country threat- 
ened with civil war and for the govern- 


ment to consent to a constitutional settle- 
ment could not be represented as a sur- 
render to popaiee disorder. 

To this allenge, the Premier M. Le 
Smet de Nayer, replied briefly by declarin 
that the réght of dissolution rested wit 
the King. He added that he felt it his duty 
to warn parliament against the rumors of 
government concessions. 

Janson, the Liberal leader, retorted 
that the chamber could, by a motion, call 
upon the King to change the mini stry. He 
said there was no sign of conciliation in the

* RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED 
AT REDMOND MEETING. 


Oberbeck, Republican Candidate, Had 
13 Votes, and Kelly Supported by 
Three Others, Was a Candi- 
date to the Last. 


A deadlock in the House of Delegates, 
lasting two hours, was broken a few 
minutes before 5 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, 
when Delegate E. E. Murrell, who had 
voted on the previous ballot for the Re- 
publican candidate for speaker, cast his 
vote for John R. Fontana. 

It was the thirteenth ballot. Murrell was 
followed into the Fontana ranks by Pfeffie, 
Troli and Zachritz, all Republicans, and 
Fontana was elected, as told {n the last 
edition of Tuesday's Post-Dispatch. 

Tt was not a “fixed’’ meeting. The first 
half dozen ballots showed how the two 
caucuses, held the night before, had failed 
to give either side the mastery. It was only 
when the delegates caucused after the ninth 
ballot that anything like an understanding 
began to appear, and then only the personal 
work of Sweeney, Gazzolo and Cronin won 


the day. 

Gazzolo made his 
orator in nominating Fontana. 
was read from typewritten copy. 

“In preferring before this honorable body 
the claims of my candidate,”’ said Gazzolo, 
“T am actuated not alone by my friendship

INCREASED COST OF MEAT. 


The rise of meat prices is an object lesson in trust monopoly 
which the people of this country will not fail to understand. 

As published in the Post-Dispatch Tuesday, the cost of living 
has risen 20 per cent in one year. The rise in meat prices is 
shown in this table:

That the rise is due entirély to monopoly is apparent, since 
the supply on the ranges is more abundant than éver.

But when the breakfast table is impoverished by a -consclence- 
less levy of monopoly greed the citizen will wake up. People 
who can hardly afford a sirloin at 16 cents will have to abandon 
it altogether at 22.

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LEGISLATIVE BODIES AND THE PRESS. 


Lord Charles Beresford, who always says things when he 
talks, told the London Chamber of Commerce that “‘the influence 
of Parliament had given way to the influence of the press, and 
that the government cared more for five lines in a half penny 
newspaper than for any amount of parliamentary criticism.” 

This might well be said of every state legislature and municipal] 
assembly in the United States. It is true to a considerable e¢x- 
tent of Congress. As for the press, it is a power recognized in 
this country by high and low. 

In St. Louis, for instance, the Municipal Assembly has abso- 
lutely no influence. Every citizen holds it in contempt. As a 
representative body it is a joke and a travesty and its every 
act is suspected as corrupt. 

The press of St. Louis has been for years occupied largely 
in exposing the mischief going on among the servants of the 
people who serve the grabbers of public wealth. The Post- 
Dispatch has, notably in the case of the Central Traction steal, 
the garbage and other steals, been the means of letting the 
people know the real facts of boodle government.

DOMESTIC SCIENCE. 


SAVE THE CRUMBS.—When a recipe of 
any kind calle for crumbs, use cracker 
crumbs if you must, but use bread-crumbe 
if you can. The latter give a more delicate 
crust and brown much more satisfactorily 
than do cracker-crumbs, If you have never 
tried saving the small broken bits of bread 
or crust, do so and find in how short a 
time you will have a supply laid by. It is a 
good idea to have one of the cheesecloth 
bags in which salt is bought, or an ordinary 
paper bag at hand, into which the pleces 
of bread may be dropped. Tie the top of 
the bag and keep it hanging up until 
enough of the crumbs have collected to be 
rolled or ground fine. Finally, when fhe 
crumbs have been reduced to the proper 
fineness, put them in large bottles or glass 
jars.

He was 
hurried to the city dispensary, where a 
fracture of the skull was located, and then 
he was forwarded to the Citv Hospital. 

“It seems to me that I did hear some- 
one shouting,’’ Pfaff said to the Post-D's- 
patch Wednesday morning, ‘“‘but I was so 
busy thinking about that contract that I 
paid no attention.”’

AT CHRISTIAN ORPHANS’ HOME 


Device Is Big Steel Tube Arranged 
‘With Steel Plates for Occupants 
te Sit On. 


In a fire drill test held Tuesday at the 
Christian Orphans’ Home, 915 Aubert ave- 
nue, 117 occupants of the building were shot 
down the new steel chute escapes to the 
ground in 80 seconds.

The drill was commenced at 3 o'clock. 
Miss Williamson, the matron, explained the 
process to the children and at the tap of a 
bell they ran in order for the escape chutes. 
One after another, both on the second and 
third ffoors of the big building, the chil- 
dren jumped into the hoe dark tubes. 

Instantly they found themselves sliding 
safely to ground. The first little boy to 
enter the machine kicked open the ground 
door and his companions followed him in 
a steady stream, like grains of wheat run- 
ning through the hopper.

GIANT NEGRO LEFT THE AMERI- 
CAN FORCES. 


WHOLE ARMY HUNTED HIM. 


Love of Woman and Promises of Rank 
Among Insurgents Lured Him 
From Duty. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 16.—David Fagin, 
the gigantic negro who deserted the Twen- 
ty-fourth United States infantry, joined 
the Filipino forces and fought with desper- 


ation, has been killed. He successfully 
eluded the regular forces of the United 
States, and the honor of his killing rests 
with the native troops, who shot him and 
then brought in his head as a trophy to 
substantiate their story. 

No other man that ever deserted from 
the United States has been so relentlessly 
hunted by his comrades as Fagin. Particu- 
larly have the men of the Twenty-second 
United States infantry been after him, as 
he is believed by them to have killed Capt. 
Godfrey of that regiment near Mount Cor- 
rona. Fagin and a band of Filipinos had 
intrenche 
which Capt. Godfrey and his company were 
coming. 

Capt. Godfrey was at the head of his 
men and was the first to see the in- 
surgent trenches. He dismounted and 
was standing by his horse when sudden- 
ly his men saw the gigantic figure of 
Fagin rise from behind the trenches, and, 
standing, take deliberate aim at Capt. God- 
frey, and fire. At the instant he fired 
there was a volley from the trenches, and 
while it is not known for a certainty that 
Fagin killed Capt. Godfrey, his men all 
believe that he did. 


Love for Woman 
Made Him Desert. 


Love for a native Filipino woman was the 
cause of Fagin’s desertion and consequent 
loss of his head. She held out promises to 
him of advancement in the insurgent forces 
if he would desert, and ofter a protracted 
“vino” debauch he left his regiment and 
joined the insurrectionist force under Col. 
Padillo, then operating in the northern sec- 
tion of the island of Luzon. Padillo com- 
missioned him a sécond lieutenant and gave 
him a separate command. 

Fagin soon became a hero In the eyes of 
the Filipinos, and was eventually the last 
tofleave the trenches after his men had tak- 
Col. Padillo became discouraged 
by the revolution and 
His wife was be-

ing brought down to Masila on a river gun- 
boat when Fagin and his band attacked the 
boat. In the melee which ensued Col. Pad- 
illo’s wife was hot through the shoulder by 
Fagin’s band and came near losing her life. 

It was Fagin’s band that captured Lieut. 
Alstatter of the engineer corps, and kept 
him prisoner for several months. Fagin took 
Lieut. Alstatter's class ring. The men who 
brought in Fagin’s head also brought in 
ident. Alstatter’s ring, which is regarded as 
conclusive proof that Fagin was killed as 
the natives reported. 


He Knew There 


Was No Quarter. 

Fagin knew that he would never be al- 
lowed to surrender, as were the Filipinos, 
Even though some officer had been present 
to protect him, the troops would have killed 
him without the formality of a trial. Had 
he been captured alive he would undoubted- 


ly have been shot as @ desrter who had 
nemy. 
rTee intier part of Fagin’s operations were 
in the district commanded by Brigadier- 
General Funston personally. Upon one oc- 
casion when Funston was in the field Fag n 
sent him a challenge. The deserter asked 
that Funston place himself at the head Ay 
a given number of men and that he, Fagin, 
would do the same with his men, and the 
could fight it out. The negro also offere , 
if Funston preferred, to meet between the 
two forces and have a personal encounter. 
Gen. Funston became greatly angered at 
this. and every command in his brigade re- 
ceived orders that As ag was to be killed 
at any cost. 
"Fas res trailed about the country by 
Macabecs, Illiconas and Ameéricans, but al- 
Ways managed to escape. At one time 
Sergt. Walter Cox, Twenty-second infan- 
try, and Fagin stood up at a distance of 
leas than fifty yards and emptied their mag- 
azines at each other. Neither was hurt. 
After Funston had succeeded in pacify- 
ing his territory, Fagin disappeared and 
went up into the mountain fastness of the 
island. Although no reward had been of- 
fered by the army for the capture of Fagin, 
it was generally understood that the regi- 
ment that killed or captured him would 
stand high with the commanding officer, 
and for this reason Fagin was sought as 
never was a deserter before.
